YEAR  1968 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  East  Grinstead  Urban 
District  Council. 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1968. 

The  Report  is  prepared  as  indicated  in  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  No.l/69,  dated  January  1969«. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  13 « 8 as  compared  with  12.27 
for  1967» 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  is  10.21  compared  with 

11.9  for  England  and  Wales.  The  Standardised  Death  Rate 
is  obtained  by  the  application  of  a 'comparability  factor' 
making  allowance  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the 
district  for  comparison  with  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  1^.48  compared  with 
9.93  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  15»5  compared  with  17*06  in  1967» 

The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  is  15. 65  compared  with 

16.9  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  pWer,  Typhoid 
Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  or  Measles. 

There  were  no  deaths  amongst  children  under  two  years 
of  age  from  Enteritis  and  none  from  maternal  causes.

The  following  information  is  given  by  Mrs  O.W. Wren, 
Housing  Manager 


COUNCIL  HOUSING 

Brooklands  Estate,  comprising  8 one-bedroomed  flats, 
16  two-bedroomed  flats  and  24  garages,  was  completed  and 
let  during  the  year.  This  estate  has  been  built  by 
industrialised  methods  and  gas  warm  air  central  heating  is 
provided.  With  these  flats  it  was  possible,  by  means  of 
transfers,  to  obtain  10  family  houses  which  were  allocated 
to  applicants  on  the  Waiting  List. 

Council  owned  accommodation  now  totals  1,034  houses 
and  flats,  5 shops  and  339  garages.  A further  22  garages 
have  been  planned  for  next  year. 


MANAGEMENT 


(a ) Council *s  Housing  Waiting  List 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  305  applicants  remained  on  the 
list  who  required  l69  one/two  unxt  flats,  lOl  two 
bedroomed  and  35  three/four  bedroomed  accommodat ion. 
100  new  applicants  were  received  on  to  the  list  during 
the  year. 

Lettings  totalled  ll6  and,  of  these,  17  families  were 
rehoused  from  unfit  properties.  At  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  number  of  Council  tenants  waiting  for 
transfers  to  other  types  of  accommodation  totalled 
l43  and  during  the  year  63  transfers  were  effected.

The  Council's  direct  labour  force  is  responsible  for 
all  maintenance  of  Council  properties  and  the  following 
work  was  carried  out : -

The  Council's  scheme  for  carrying  out  internal 
decorations  has  now  been  terminated  and  tenants  are 
responsible  for  this  part  of  maintenance.  However*, 
elderly  or  physically  handicapped  tenants  are  able  to 
apply  for  decorative  work  to  be  carried  out,  the  cost 
of  which  may  be  paid  over  a reasonable  period.

(a)  Dhe  support  given  had  enabled  families  to  stand 
vn  thezr  own  feet 

and 

(b ) recent  cases  referred  were  those  with  a housing 
problem  which  could  be  dealt  with  by,  and  came 
within  the  jurisdiction  of,  the  Housing  Manager » 

The  Co-Ordinating  Committee  for  the  Welfare  of  the 
Aged  again  had  an  active  year  and  the  ci'eation  of  Committees 
for  'Policy*  and  'Visiting*  have  added  to  the  efficiency 
and  scope  of  the  work  carried  out. 

The  Policy  Committee  has  taken  the  first  active  seeps 
towards  the  provision  of  a Day  Centre  and,  with  the  co 
operation  of  the  teaching  staff.  Social  Service  Gi  oup-s 
]iave  been  formed  in  two  schools.  These  Gi'oups  of  students 
h.ave  been  carrying  oxit  gardening  and  internal  decoration 
work  (under  supervision)  for  the  elderly. 

The  Visiting  Committee  has,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  Social  Service  Groups,  delivered  500  cards  to  elderly 
2:)eop.le  giving  information  about  the  various  voluntary 
services  which  can  be  given,  i « e =,  visiting,  gardening, 
decorating,  laundry,  chiropody,  etc.  If  any  service  is 
needed,  the  cards  to  be  returned  to  the  Honorary  Secretary 
of  the  Co-Ordinating  Committee.  At  the  end  of  the  year, 
the  demand  had  become  so  heavy  that  additional  vciuntery 
workers  ivers  urgently  required  and  it  was  decided  to  post- 
pone the  delivery  of  further  cards  until  the  required 
services  had  been  organised. 


In  conjunction  with  the  Co-Ordinating  Committee  for 
the  Welfare  of  the  Aged,  the  Voluntary  Laundry  was 
continued  very  successfully  under  the  organisation  of 
Mrs  G.  Taylor.  Household  washing  was  carried  out  for 
28  homes  where  elderly  people  were  without  the  assistance 
of  any  friends  or  relatives. 
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During  the  year  there  were  29  voluntary  helpers  in 
the  Laundry  and  7 drivers  who  collected  and  delivered. 

The  East  Grinstead  Round  Table  serves  the  Laundry  on  a 
rota  system. 

At  Christmas , over  460  homes  were  provided  with  extra 
comforts  including  coal,  groceries,  sweets,  tobacco  and 
clothing  etc.  through  the  local  Rotary,  Soroptomist  and 
Youth  Clubs  and  the  W.R.V.S. 

During  the  year,  20  elderly  people  were  sent  on 
holiday  by  the  Rotary  Club  and  the  East  Grinstead  Round 
Table,  who  again  ran  a fund-raising  Donkey  Derby.  Through 
the  Red  Cross,  the  Sunshine  Club  and  St.  Leonard's  House, 
300  elderly  people  went  on  outings  to  the  seaside,  on 
co\mtry  toixrs  and/or  to  the  theatre  in  London,  Brighton 
or  Eastbourne. 

The  Chiropody  Service  has  been  continued  through  the 
year  and  l60  were  referred  for  treatment.  Transport  was 
arranged,  where  necessary,  through  the  members  of  the 
Co-Ordinating  Committee  and  the  Citizens ' Advice  Bureau. 

The  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service  has  rendered 
valuable  assistance  in  many  directions. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  and  Luncheon  Club  served  5l6l 
lunches  which  are  subsidised  by  the  Council  and  a special 
Christmas  Dinner  was  provided  without  charge.  The  meals 
continued  to  be  cooked  by  members  of  the  Service  in  a 
kitchen  attached  to  St.  Leonard's  House.  Popularity  is 
growing  for  the  Luncheon  Club  and  elderly  people  enjoy 
meeting  and  talking  to  friends;  it  gives  them  an  interest 
and  does  provide  an  incentive  to  get  out  into  the  fresh 
air  for  a walk. 

The  W.R.V.S.  is  also  responsible  for  issuing  welfare 
foods  at  No,l8  Station  Road,  and  during  the  year  the 
following  were  provided :-

Furniture  was  supplied  to  45  families  who  were  in 
need  and  98  families  have  been  helped  with  clothing. 

High  chairs  and  prams  were  supplied  for  children  in  the 
Queen  Victoria  Hospital  and  in  the  Yarburgh  Home. 
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THE  CITIZENS ' ADVICE  BUREAU 


During  the  year  there  has  been  considerable  expansion 
of  the  work  of  the  Bureau,  which  is  centred  at  Westminster 
Bank  Chambers,  London  Road,  and  is  open  daily  from  Monday 
to  Friday. 

The  number  of  enquiries  totalled  3^728  and  of  these 
450  were  from  elderly  people  seeking  help  and  advice. 

The  Bureau  staff  of  two  full-time  and  eight  part-time 
assistants,  are  trained  to  deal  with  all  categories  of 
problems  including  employment,  education,  housing,  social 
security,  consumer  advice,  health,  medical  and  Civic  and 
National  information. 

The  Bureau  is  non-political  and  independent  and  every 
problem,  whether  large  or  small,  is  treated  in  the  strictest 
confidence . 


BRITISH  RED  CROSS  SOCIETY 

Information  as  supplied  by  Mrs  Jean  Hunter,  President 
of  East  Grinstead  Centre,  British  Red  Cross  Society, 

The  Red  Cross,  in  East  Grinstead,  serves  the  local 
Community  in  many  ways;  firstly,  by  providing  a body  of 
men  and  women  trained  in  First  Aid  and  Home  Nursing,  known 
as  V.A.D's  who  undertake  various  jobs  listed  below;  and 
secondly,  by  running  certain  clubs  and  services  with  the 
help  of  its  Members , some  of  whom  may  not  be  trained  in 
First  Aid. 

The  V.A.D's  undertake  voluntary  work  at  the  Queen 
Victoria  Hospital,  in  the  wards,  in  the  Out-Patients  and 
in  the  Casualty  Department,  A regular  rota  of  V.A.D's 
has  been  established  and  in  addition,  the  hospital  has 
called  for  help  in  two  emergencies  during  the  first  haj-f 

of  1968, 

They  also  man  First  Aid  Posts  at  many  public  functions 
in  the  district,  such  as  the  Donkey  Derby,  the  Seven-a-Sides 
and  the  Hospital  Carnival  to  mention  just  a few. 

Members  of  the  Red  Cross  perform  many  Escort  Duties 
which  consist  largely  of  accompanying  patients  from  hospital 
to  their  own  homes  and,  as  the  Queen  Victoria  Hospital 
draws  its  patients  from  far  afield,  extensive  journeys  are 
often  undertaken. 
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The  Centre  runs  an  Ambulance  for  private  work,  which 
includes  being  on  duty  at  Lingfield  and  Plumpton  Races,  as 
well  as  transporting  the  sick  on  journeys  not  available  under 
National  Health  Service  regulations ^ 

There  is  a Red  Cross  Medical  Loan  Depot  in  East  Grinstead, 
which  last  year  loaned  287  articles  to  members  of  the  public, 
and  which  is  open  daily  from  1-2  p.m.,  or  by  appointment  in 
cases  of  emergency. 

The  Centre  runs  two  Clubs ; the  0ver-60 ' s and  the  Sunshine 
Club . The  0ver-60's  Club  meets  weekly  in  the  Red  Cross  Hall, 
and  has  a membership  of  well  over  a hundred  people*  Through 
this  Club  members  have  been  able  to  go  on  extremely  reasonable 
holidays  for  the  past  two  years , can  obtain  Welfare  Foods 
cheaply  and  have  the  benefit  of  a chiropody  service  at  special 
reduced  rates. 

The  Sunshine  Club  for  the  Disabled  meets  fortnightly 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  members  enjoy  visits  to  the  theatre 
outings  to  the  sea  and  the  Kentish  orchards  in  blossom  time  and 
afternoon  tea  parties  in  the  summer  in  local  gardens,  as  well 
as  their  regular  meetings  in  the  Red  Cross  Hall,  This  Club 
does  depend  on  its  devoted  group  of  drivers  and  helpers , and 
there  is  always  a need  for  more  drivers. 

The  Centre  runs  a Transport  Service  for  the  Eye  Bank  from 
Hellingly  Hospital  to  the  Queen  Victoria  Hospital,  Members 
are  available  on  two  mornings  a week  should  they  be  needed. 

The  Centre  is  also  responsible  for  running  a Trolley  Shop 
for  patients  both  in  the  Queen  Victoria  Hospital  and  at  Halsford 
Park  House,  Red  Cross  Members  cater  for  Sunday  visitors  dt  the 
Queen  Victoria  Hospital  in  the  Hospital  Canteen,  and  run  a 
Picture  Library  in  the  Oakleigh  Annexe  to  the  hospital,  and  in 
the  Mental  Aftercare  Hostel  in  Dallaway  Gardens® 

Finally,  the  Red  Cross  runs  a regular  series  of  Public 
Lectures  in  East  Grinstead  giving  instruction  in  First  Aid, 
and  often  fulfils  requests  for  special  lectures  by  various 
organisations , 

This  account,  of  cotirse,  only  includes  the  activities  of 
the  East  Grinstead  Centre  which  are  concerned  with  purely  local 
affairs . 
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SOCIAL  WELFARE  LUNCH  TI^^E  SESSIO^^S 


With  the  object  of  fostering  friendly  acquaintance,  and 
the  interchange  of  information  among  those  engaged  in  Social 
Welfare  work,  the  East  Grinatead  Urban  Disti'ict  Council  sponsors 
a regular  monthly  meeting  at  East  Court* 

Invitations  are  serit  to  professional  and  voluntary  workers, 
Doctors,  Nurses,  Clergymen  and  Head  Teachers,  who  respond  well. 

The  meetings  have  been  held  regularly  on  the  first  Friday 
of  the  month,  and  have  been  well  attended*  Each  organisation 
represented  has  produced  an  excellent  display  of  its  activities 
and  these  have  been  of  great  value  to  everyone  present, 
promoting  a better  understanding  of  the  services  available*

HOUSES  IN  MULTIPLE  OCCUPATION 


An  influx  of  student  residents  resulted  in  complaints 
of  overcrowding  being  received  by  this  department. 
Investigation  of  these  complaints,  and  routine  'house-to- 
house*  inspections,  revealed  that  31  dwelling-houses  were 
being  occupied  by  members  of  more  than  one  family. 

The  Housing  Act  1961  allows  a local  authority  to  issue 
a 'direction'  limiting  the  number  of  individuals  living  in 
the  house  and  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  occupier  of  the 
house,  not  the  owner,  to  comply  with  such  a 'direction'. 

Before  making  a 'direction*  the  local  authority  must 
take  into  account  the  size  and  number  of  rooms  and  also 
consider : - 


1.  Water  supply. 

2.  Personal  washing  facilities. 

3.  Drainage  and  sanitary  conveniences. 
k.  Ventilation. 

5.  Facilities  for  the  storage,  preparation  and 
cooking  of  food. 

6.  Facilities  for  the  disposal  of  waste  water. 

7.  Installations  for  space  heating  and  the 
natural  and  artificial  lighting.

Compulsory  Improvements  of  Dwellings 

A house  to  house  inspection  of  the  district  has 
been  commenced  and  l45  houses  were  inspected.  The 
attention  of  the  owners  was  drawn  to  the  need  for  repairs 
to  be  carried  out,  and  for  the  need  to  provide  many  of 
these  dwellings  with  standard  amenities.  The  success 
can  be  in  some  way  measured  by  the  large  increase  of 
improvement  grant  moneys  approved  during  the  current  year, 
£11,585.1^.  6d  compared  with  the  19^7  total  of  £2,584.3®5d. 

Voluntary  means  were  not  successful  in  12  of  the 
premises  inspected.  The  statutory  tenants  subsequently 
made  written  representation  to  the  Council  requesting 
action  under  Section  19?  Housing  Act  196^  to  compel 
improvement  of  dwellings  outside  improvement  areas.  As 
a result  of  the  Council  exercising  their  powers , the 
necessary  work  to  provide  the  standard  amenities  is  being 
expedited  by  the  owners. 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  700  dwellings 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  urban  district  are  without 
one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities  i.e.  an  internal 
water  closet,  a bath  in  its  own  room,  a sink  and  wash” 
hand  basin,  domestic  hot  water  supply  and  suitable  food 
storage  facilities. 

The  systematic  inspections  continue. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  for  the  greater  part  of  East  Grinstead  is 
supplied  by  the  Mid-Sussex  Water  Company.  A few 
houses  on  the  Northern  boundary  at  Felbridge  are 
supplied  by  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company, 

The  Mid-Sussex  Water  Company  have  deep  wells  at 
Hackenden  and  Forest  Row,  and  an  additional  supply  is 
obtained  from  the  reservoir  of  the  Weir  Wood  Water 
Board.  Placelands  deep  bore-hole  is  also  available 
as  an  additional  booster  for  summer  supplies. 

The  raw  water  is  aerated,  subjected  to  sediment- 
ation, mechanical  filtration,  automatic  superchlorin- 
ation,  and  finally  before  going  into  supply,  to 
dechlorination  to  give  a free  residual  of  0.1  p.p.m. 
of  chlorine,  A consistently  safe  and  palatable  water 
supply  is  thus  assured. 

Samples  of  water  from  each  supply  are  regularly 
submitted  to  the  Analytical  Laboratory,  Lewes,  by  the 
Mid-Sussex  Water  Company  for  chemical  and  bacterio- 
logical examination.  The  quality  of  the  water  supply 
has  been  of  a high  standard. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  restrict  the  supply  at 
any  time  throughout  the  year. 

Approximately  5i773  dwelling-houses  have  a piped 
water  supply.

A complaint  was  received  by  the  Croydon  Public  Health 
Department  that  eggs  from  the  East  Grinstead  area  were 
being  sold  in  Croydon  as  free  range  eggs.  The  matter  was 
investigated  but  no  proceedings  were  instituted® 

A complaint  was  also  received  alleging  infestation  of 
worms  and  eggs  in  salmon®  This  was  sent  to  the  Public 
Analyst  who  reported  that  'no  foreign  matter  of  any  des- 
cription detected  in  sample ' but  a few  pieces  of  fatty 
material,  no  doubt  derived  from  the  fish  and  superficially 
resembling  eggs,  were  found  to  be  present.

Most  of  the  poultry  processing  is  carried  on  in 
five  butchers  shops  (17,370  of  total).  The  birds  are 
previously  hand-picked  by  owners  and  consequently  very 
few  are  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

It  is  not  practical  with  present  legislation  to 
ensure  100%  inspection  in  the  widely  separated  poultry 
processing  establishments  in  this  area,  but  agreement 
has  been  reached  with  the  owners  to  notify  this  Depart- 
ment should  any  reasonable  doubt  arise  as  to  the  fit- 
ness for  human  consumption  of  the  poultry  being 
processed.

The  Council  employ  one  full-time  Rodent  Officer  on 
Pest  Destruction. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December  1968,  2083  visits 
were  made  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  19^9 i 
and  of  these  820  were  systematic  surveys. 

The  Rodent  Officer  also  dealt  with  13  wasps  nests  and 
27  complaints  of  other  pests,  including  moles,  ants,  cock- 
roaches, flies,  fleas  and  plaster  beetles. 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  at  Eden  Vale  and 
Ashurst  Wood  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  the  refuse  tips, 
housing  estates  and  other  Council  properties.  A 10%  test 
of  sewers  was  completed  in  the  Spring  in  accordance  with 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  instructions. 

Once  again  the  .test  revealed  a very  low  level  of  infestation. 
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A nominal  charge  for  rodent  and  pest  destruction  is 
made  to  householders o Business  premises  are  charged  with 
the  actual  cost  of  materials  and  labour®  No  charge  is 
made  for  subsequent  inspection  to  ensure  that  the  premises 
remain  free  from  rats  and  mice® 

The  Council  is  prepared  to  enter  into  an  annual 
contract  to  ^naintain  business  premises  free  from  vermin. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's 
Department . 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly.  Large  items  of 
household  refuse  are  collected  every  Friday  if  a request 
is  made  to  the  Surveyor's  Department.  Telephone  No. 

East  Grinstead  23636  Ext.  52.  There  is  no  charge  made 
for  this  service. 

Builders'  or  garden  refuse  is  not  collected,  but  this 
may  be  taken  to  the  Council's  Tip  and  disposed  of  free  of 
charge.  Further  details  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Surveyor's  Department  at” the  above  number. 

Trade  Refuse  is  collected  at  the  request  of  the  trader 
concerned,  and  a charge  of  l/3d  per  bin  on  all  bins  in 
excess  of  one  per  week  is  made.  A collection  is  also 
made  of  trade  waste  paper,  cardboard,  etc.  again  by  request. 
Sacks  are  supplied  by  the  Council  to  the  trader  and  are 
emptied  at  a charge  of  l/3d  each,  including  the  first  sack. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  in  a disused  railway 
cutting  at  High  Grove.  Before  being  covered,  newly  tipped 
refuse  is  treated  with  Malathion  insecticide  to  prevent 
breeding  of  flies. 

Frequent  inspections  of  the  tip  are  made  to  ascertain 
possible  nuisance  by  rodents  and  flies.

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LABORATORY  SERVICES 


The  services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the 
Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton  (Tel  o No  635O6  ) are 
available  to  this  department  and  to  Medical  Practitioners 
in  the  district  for  the  investigation  of  infectious  disease® 

The  laboratory  is  in  a position  to  accept  specimens 
(faeces,  sputa,  throat  swabs,  etc® ) both  for  the  diagnosis 
of  individual  cases,  and  for  the  investigation  of  outbreaks 
(detection  of  carriers,  reservoirs  of  infection,  mode  of 
spread,  etc®)®  Specimens  should  reach  the  laboratory  by 
4® 30  p®m®  on  weekdays,  by  12.30  p.m®  on  Saturdays,  and  by 
llo30  a.m®  on  Sundays  and  Public  Holidays® 

Containers  may  be  obtained  from  the  laboratory  or  from 
this  department,  and  specimens  may  be  sent  to  the  laboratory 
via  the  Southdown  Motor  Bus  Company®  Collections  are  made 
at  the  Brighton  terminus  at  2 p®m®  and  4 p®m®  (Mondays  - 
Fridays),  and  at  12® 30  p.m®  on  Saturdays®  No  collections 
are  made  on  Sundays  and  Public  Holidays® 

Specim.ens  for  the  Bacteriologist  may  be  left  at  the 
Public  Health  Department,  East  Court,  East  Grinstead,  before 
12.30  p.m®  and  will  be  placed  on  a "bus  in  time  to  reach 
Brighton  for  the  4 pom®  collection® 

The  laboratory  is  open  between  the  hours  of  9^30  a®m® 
and  12  noon  on  every  day  of  the  year,  including  Sundays  and 
Public  Holidays®  Specimens  which  are  so  urgent  that  they 
have  to  be  collected  on  those  days,  can  be  accepted  at  the 
laboratory  between  10  a®m®  and  11® 30  aom® 

Specimens  which  are  received  at  the  Brighton  Terminus 
after  the  last  daily  collection  has  been  made,  are  not 
picked  up  until  the  following  day,  unless  prior  notification 
is  received  at  the  laboratory  that  an  urgent  specimen  is  on 
its  way  which  may  not,  or  will  not,  arrive  in  Brighton  in 
time  for  the  normal  collection®  In  cases  of  extreme 
urgency  arising  after  laboratory  hours,  special  arrangements 
can  be  made  by  telephoning  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health

A day  and  night  service  is  available  for  the  conveyance 
of  patients  from  within  the  County  of  East  Sussex  who  are 
unfit  to  travel  either  by  public  transport  or  car.

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  removed  to  isolation 
hospital  in  the  ambulances,  which  are  then  disinfected  before 
returning  to  normal  service. 
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Patients  able  to  travel  by  car  are  conveyed  on  calls 
from  doctors,  midwives,  or  hospitals,  by  the  Hospital  Car
